calfes ke was notin the Lobby, but {peaks only to Coachma- 
kers-Hall on the twenty-ninth of May, and to St George’s Ficlds. 
He fays, that at the former, Lord George reminded them that the 
Scots had fucceeded by their unanimity ; hoped that no one who had 
fizned the petition would be athamed or afraid to thew himfelf in the 
caufe ; thathe was ready to go. to the gallows for it; that he would 
not prefent the petition of a luke-warm people ;. defired them to come 
to St George’s Fields diftinguifhed with blue cockades; and that they 
fhould be marihalled in four divifions. Théw he {peaks to feeing them 
in the Fields in the order that had been preseribed 3, that he faw Lord 
George there ina coach, furrounded with a valt concourte of people 
with blue ribbons, forming like foldiers, but was not hear enough to 
hear whether the prifoncr {poke to them or-not. : 

Such if Mr Metcalfe’s evidence ; and after the attention you have 
already honoured me with, and which T fhall have occafion fo often to 
afk again off the fame fibjeét, I fhall trowble you with but one obferva- 
tion, viz. That it cannot, without abfurdity, be fuppofed, that if the 
affembly at @pachmakers-Hall had been fuch confpirators as they are 
reprefented, their doors would have bec open to ftrangers, like this 
witnefs, to come in and report their proceedings. 

The next-witnefs is Mr Anftruther, who {peak to the language and 
deportment of the noble prifoner both at Coachmakers-Hall on the 
twenty-ninth of May, and afterwards on the fecond of June, in the 
Lobby of thes@foufe of Cummons. It will be granted to me, I am 
fure, even by the advocates of the Crown, that this gentleman, not 
only from the clearnefs and confiftency of his teftimony, but trom his 
rank and charaéter in the world, is infinitely more worthy of credit 
than Mr Hay, who went before him; and if the circumitances of ire 
ritation and confufion under which the Rev. Mr Bowen confefled him- 
felf to have heard and feen what he told you he heard and fiw, is ta- 
ken into confideration, 1 may likewife aflert, without any offence to 


their eredits, that where their accounts of this tranfa¢lion difler, the 
areference is due to the former. : ; 

Mr Anftruther very properly prefaced his evidence with this decla- 
ration, ‘* I do net mean to {peak accurately to words; it is impoffible 
* to recolleé&t them at this diftance of time.” J believe 1 have ufed 

is very expreffion; and fuch expreffion it well became him te ufe in 
a cafe of blood : But words, even if they could be accurately temem- 
bered, are to be admitted with great referve and caution, whcn the 
purpofe of the fpeaker is to be meafured by them. ‘They are tranfient 
and fleeting; frequently the effect of a fadden tranfport, eafily mifun- 
derftood, and often unconfcioully mifreprefented. Ic may be the fate 
of the moft innocent-language to appear ambiguous, orevea malignant, 
when related in mutilated, detached paflages, by people to whom they 
were not addreffed, and who knew nothing of the previous defigns ci- 
ther of the fpeaker, or of thofe to whom he fpoke. Mr Anftruther 
fays, that he heard Lord George Gordon defire the petitioners to meet 
him on the Friday following in St George’s Fields; and that if there 
were fewer than twenty thoutand people, he would not prefent the 
petition, as it would not be ‘of confequencé enough ; and that he re- 
commended to them the example of thetieots, who, by their firm- 
wefs, had carried theirs point. Gentlemen, I have already admitted 
that they did, by firmnefs, earry it. But has Mr Anftruther attempt- 
ed to ftate any one expreffion thet fell from the prifener, to juftify 
the pofitiye, unerring conclyufion, or even the prefumption that the

Ny, gentlemen, 
he fingly ftates the words as he Neard them in the Hall on the ‘twen- 
ty-ninth ; and all that he afterwards {peaks to in the Lobby, rebutts 
fo harhh and dangerous a conftrudtion.. Tle words fworn to at Ceach- 
makers-Hall are, that he recommended temperance and firmnets. 
Gentlemen, if motives arc to be judged by words, for heaven’s fake 
let thefe words carry their popular. meaning in language. Is'it to be 
prefumed, without proof, that a man means one thing becaufe he fays 
another ? Does the exhortation of temperance and firmnefs apply moft 
naturally to the cenftitutional refiftance of the Proteftants of Scotland, 
or to the outrages of ruffians who pulled dowa the houles of their 
neighbours? Ts it poffible, with decency, \to fay in a court of juftice, 
that the recommend ion of temperance is the excitation of villany 
and phrenzy? But the words, it feems, are to be & conftrued, nat j 
from their own fgnification, but from that which folldws, viz. ly that 
the Scots carried their point. 

Gentlemen, is it an evidence before you, that by rebellion the Scoteh 
carried their point, or that the indulgencies to Papitts were not ex- 
tended to Scotland, becaufe the rabble had oppofed their extenfion ? 
Has the Crown authorifed eithgr the Court or its law fervants to tell 
you fo, er can ithe d jaintained that Parllament was fo in- 
famous, or fo weak, as Wa wretciieteieb of vagabondirar’ 
Edipbargh, what it has finee tefufed to the: carngit prayers of a hon- 
dred thoufand Proteftants in London? Wo, Gentlemtn of the jury, 
Parliament was not, I hope, fo abandoned; but the Minifters knew 
that the Proteftants in Scorland wete, to a man, abhorrent of that 
law, and theugh they never held out refiftance, if government fhould 
be difpofed to cram it down their throats by foree, yet fuch a vidtence 
to the united femtiments of the people appeared to be a meafure fo ob- 
noxious, fo dangerous, and withal fo unreafotttle, that it was wifely 
and judicioufly dropped, to fatisfy the general withes of the nation, and 
not to avert the vengeance of thofe low incendiaties, whofe mi@eeds 
have rather been talked of than proved. ‘Thus, gentlemen, the ex- 
culpation of Lord George’s conduét on the 29th, of May is fuficiently 
eftablithed by the very evidence on which the Crown alks you to convidt 
him, fince, in recommending femperauce and firminefs, after the example 
of Scotland, you cannot be jultified in pronouncing that he meant more 
than the firmnefs of the grave refpectable people in’ that country, to 
whofe conftitutional firmne{s the legillature bad/hefore acceded, inflead 


innovation which they conceived to be dahgeroits to: the national reli- 
gion, independent of which his Majedty, without & néw'limitation by 
Patliament, Hos no mere title to the Crown than have! 

Such, Gentlemen, 1s the @hole amotat of a Mynoble friénd’s pre- 
tions communications with the petitioners; whomt he afterwards aflem- 
bled to confider how thei: petition thould be prefetited ; this is all, not 
only that men of credit can tell you on the part ofthe profecution, bgt 
all that even the wort vagabond that e¢tr appeared in’ a Court, the 
very feum of the earth, thought him@lf fafe in faying upon oath on 
the prefent occafion. Indeed, gentlemen, when I confider my notile 
friend’s fituation, his open, unteferved temper, and his warm and ani- 
mated zeal for a caufe which rendered him obnexious to fo many wick- 
ed men, fpraking daily and publickly to mixed multitudes of friends

What would be the feelings of our venerable anceftors, who, framed 
the ftatute of treatons, to prevent their children being drawn into the

heat us difputing, whether it, was trea(on to defire harmless unarmed 
men to he firm and of good heart, amd to tru to the gracioufnels of 
their King? : 

Here Mr Anjftruther clofes his evidence, which leads me to Mr 
Bowen, who is the only man, I befeech you geutkemen of the jury, 
to attend to this circuftance.

nothing sbut the moft unequivocal evidente ought to have been re-

The Captain moit obligingly returned for anfwer, that 
though he had other orders from the Admifalty, and his mafler 
was fick on fhore, he would notwith{tanding molt readily.com-
